‘I'he first State touroament was played In this
eity m September, 1864 This was the flirst
tonmament (o thls connry in which the nbnox-
fous push-shot was abblished, Vietor Estepno

won the first prize, defesting all of his oppo-
nents. The decomnd prize was won by K. 1L
Nelme. H. T. Kyall then challenged Fiatephe

for the Championship. It was accepled, and
the game plaved at Saosom Street Hall Decem-
bar 13, 4864, Esteplic mnlnwaining his right to
the coe by defeating his opponent 234 points in
u gae of 1200 points.  Soon after John Mont-
gomery put 1o his ¢laim to the cue and the title,
but met with defeat, having ounly scored 625
rulnln to the chntmpion’s 1200. In this coutest
fstephe’s average was 16, and his best ran 100,
The next game tor the champlonship was played
between Estephe and K. H, Nelms at the Aci-
demy of Musie, in April, 1865, Nelms, who was
defented, Immediately rechallenged Bstephe,
but, owivg to some disagresment, the latter
resigmed the cue to Nelms, who o turn resigned
16 to the Ponusylvania Billlard Congress,

The sceond tournament took place in 1860,
In this coutest the objectionable push-shot was
reictroduced. The contestants wers B, J. Plun-
kett, R. T, Kyall, and Vietor Estephe. Nelins,
baving removed to Baltimore, did not partici-
pate. The champlon cne was won by Pluukett,
and held by bim uutil the third tsurnament,
which was played in Febroary, 1867, betwecn
Nelms, Estephe, Ryall, Rockhill, Palier,
Hewes, Bruce, and Hovt, Owing to Pluokertt
having left the State, he was barred from play-
Ing. ‘The champion cue was won by Nelms, by
whiom it has been held ever since. The follow-
ing 15 a summary of the play; —

Nelms defeated all his opponents,
won with Rwvull, Rockhill, Palmer,
Bruce, aud Hoyt, but lost with Nelms, Ryall
defenter Palmer, Rockhill, Hewes, Bruce, and
Hoyt, but was beaten by Nelins and Esteple.
Rockhill won with Palmer, Hewes, Bruce, and
Hoyt, and logt with Nelms, Estephe, and Kyall.
Palmer was successinl with Hewes, Broee, and
rloyt. bul was beaten by Nelms, Estephe, Ryall,
and Rockhill, Hewes defeated Brues and Hoyt,
but was beaten by Nelmas, Estephe, Ryall, Rock-
hill, and Palmer. Bruve was successful with
Hoyt, but lost with all the other players. Hoyt
lost with every player.

Duriug the two years which Nelms held the
cna be was ealled npon only once to defendd it.
In that instance he defeated his opponent,
Robert T. Kyall, by about 300 points.

Tor Fountn PREsBYTERY.—A meeting of
the Fourth Presbytery was held this morning at
the Presbyterian House, Chesnut street, below
Broad, the Moderator, Rev. Samuoel W, Dal-
field, in the chalr.

usage, or regulation of any State or Territory, or by
oF under {18 authority, to the contrary notwith-
standipg, Also, that if the lawy of any, State or Ter-
ritory sliall require any act to be done a8 a pre-re-
quisite 1o votlug, it shall be the duty of the offeers
of the law in sald State or Territory 1 give aqoal
opportunity to all cltizens of the United States to
perform suach pre-requisite; and any such omolal
falllpg s0 to  do  shall forfeit and pay §u00
to  the person aggrieved thereby, to be
recovered by nn action at law, amd o case of gon-
vietion snnll &iso be (ned Bovless then 600 and im-

To vote *‘ves"
is to vote for liberty. The revolutionary party,
secretly attacking the national soversignty and
wisrepresenting the respect which the Emperor
pays to that sovereignty in thus consulting the
people, are nos true {riends of liberty; but in
epite of these the masses will march In our
ranks. Can they Igonore the fact that to abstain
from voting or to vele ‘*no"” will be to strengthen
those who only combat the transformation of
the empire In order that they may destroy it,
and with it tbhe political and social organization
to which France owes her grentness ?

“In the name of public peace snd liberly; in
the name of the Emperor, we demand ol you
all, our devoted colaborers, to unite your efforts
with ours.

“It {s to the citizens we address onrselves, not
a8 ordering, but as offering patriotic counsel.
Our object Is to ngsure to our country & tranquil
future, to the end that on the throne, as in the
humblest dwelling, the son may succeed the
father in peace and quiet.” :
